1; The Spanish Commmist Party's directorate is composed of the Central Com: 
mittee, the Political Bureau, the Central Secretariat, and the Central 
- Control Commission. Within the genoral framework, it ia deemed advisable 
te keep the structure of the Party as flexible as possible so that it may 
serve, at any given moment, as an efficient instrument for the attainment 
‘of the Party's aims. | 


2. The Central Committee: Theoretically, all members of the Central Com- 

mittes are elected at a special plonary session of the Party. However, 
the plenary session held in Paris in 1946 authorized the elected Central 
Committee to designate its own new members, either as replacements or as 
additions. Consequently, many of the currently know active members of’ 
the Central Committee have not been elected by a plenary session. Moreover, \ 
there are members of the Committee who have not been acknowledged publicly 

_ a8 such, and whose nemes aro being kept secret. Inside Spain, Genoral Juan 
MODESTO Guilloteo is the only one of the five-member Central Committee who 
has been appointed by a plenary session, 


3. Responsibility for various functions is distributed anong Central Committees 
members. Suoh functions are: Central Committee seotions, variable in number 
and importance; Regional directorates; Politioal Bureau assistents, in 
charge of inapection and control and of principal liaisons. 


4. Qe or more members are attached to each section of the Central Comittee; 
when there are several members, they form a commission}; for example, the 
Militery Commission and the Agitation and Propaganda Commission. One person 
may be responsible for more than one section of the Central Committee, The 
presidents of the commissions or the “responsible” individuals of the sections 
are, by virtue of their positions, members of the Secretariat, together with 
the members of the Political Bureau. 


5. Aa of 6 November 1948 the ieotions of the Central Committee of the Spanish 
Communist Party were: Matters concerning the Interior (Cara al Interior); 
Agitation and Propaganda; Youth; Women; Labor Union Actions Finances; 
Fight against Terroriam; Political Studies; Economic Studies; Social 
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Studies; Military; Masses; Vigilance within the Party; International 
Policy; durisprudinces; Aid end Solidarity; Action against the Imperi- 
alist War; Relations (liaison); Regulation of the Sale and Distribution 
of Products of the Party (1.e0, the products of Party-owned enterprises); 
Special Auxiliary Seotion (for translations, compilations, and atatistics}; 
Cadres; Fight against Anti-Communiam and (for) Unified Worker Action; 
Special Seotions for Regional Centrol - five for Weatorn Europe, except 
3reat Britain, Ireland, Portugal and Spains Political Information; Se~ 
ourity Information on the Party and its Active Members; and Campaign for 
the Republican Denooratic Front. ;

The Political Bureau: Members of the Political Bureau of the Spanish 
Communist Party who ate elected by a plenary session are alao menbers of 
the Contral Committee. Political Bureau members can be "“responsibie” — 
membere’ of sections and presidents of commissiona, with the exception of 
the Central Control Commission, of which they are ex-officio members with 
a voice but without a vote. In addition, Politioal Bureau members control 
the Central Secretariat, the executive organ of the Party. 


The number of members of the Political Bureau is variable, A resolution of 
the plenary aossion of 1946 permits the Political Bureau, if two-thirds of 
the members of the Central Committee agree, to inoreaes, replace, or de- 
orease the membership, without holding « plenary session. Up to oarly 
November this resolution had never been applied. ‘ The Political Bureau is 
responsible for determining the political line of the Party and for making 
decisions when « mesting of the Central Committee is not feasible.

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The Central Control Commission: General Antonio CORDON Garoia, President 
of the Wilitary Comalasion, also presides over the Central Control Com- 
mission of the Spenish Communist Party. In addition, CORDON is responsible 
for safeguarding the archives of the Party. The Central Control Comission 
is important because of two fimctions for which it is responsible: to aee 
that ordera from the Directorate are oarried out and to handle questions 


(of discipline. This Commission also must be informed on matters concerning 


the transfer of cadres to the Interior. 


Activities of the Spanish Communist Party 


A quiet movement toward tho East has been occurring for two or three months. — 
By early November certain commissions, the Archives and important cadres 

of the Party had been transferred to and set up in Poland and Creechoslovekia. 
Some digacontent haa resulted among the rank-and-file members, who anticipate 
possible abandonment by their leaders in time of danger. This discontent 

is most evident emong the families of the dead or imprisoned guerrillas. 


The present lack of cadres in the Party is a matter of concern, Cuba, 

Mexico and France have in the past supplied most of the leaderg to the 
interior. General Luis FERNANDEZ failed in his mission to Mexico to recruit 
end train elements which could be sent to Spain as Party cadres and guerrillas.. 
Consequently, the Party has been foroad to modify its plens and to dip into 

the reserve in the Soviet Union, where a great many Spanish Communists had 
been wmder inetruction with a view to the formation of cadres for trade union 
organizations and for economic and social activity. A schoo) already exists 

in Rumania, according to source, where a large number of Spanish Communists 
from the USSR are being trained for direction of the Commmist Party inside 


’ Spain and for guerrilla leadership. 


The Spanish Commmist Party as of early November was concentrating on four 
taske, two concerning Spain itself end two of an international nature, as 
follows: 


a) insurrectional activity and the creation of the Central Council 
of tha Resistance; i 

b) the creation of a Spanish Republican Democratic Front for inter- 
vention in the administrative sphere; 

3) an international campaign to combat the idea of the inevitability 
of war with the Soviet Union; 

a) the discrediting of the Marshall Plan and of ell aid conditioned 
on anti-Comnuni sm,

Party members attribute great importance to problems of an internal nat 

such as purging, formation of cadres, close contact with the working masses, 
especially inside Spain, and a campaign of justification for the past atti- 
tude of Party leaders regerding such groups as the Union Nacional (Espanola), 
the NEGRIN Socialists and the Movimiento de Unidad Republicana (Republican 
Unity Movement). 


Ordinarily the meetings of the Directorate of the Party are held in Paris 
at Number 35 Rue de la Grange-aux-Belles (Maison des Syndicats). ‘The meetings 
of some comssions, in particular the Agitetion and Propaganda Commission, 
aro held at Number 8 Avenue Mathurin-Moreau. Recently, some meetings have 
beeh held in the offioe of L'Humanite and sven in coffee shops owed or 
managed by Communists. This method appears to be used a great deal by tho 
Military Commission. Many meetings of the Political Bureau have been held 
recently without the attendanos of Dolores IBARRURI or Vicente URIBE. Al2 
meotings held by the Political Bureau which involve discussion of mettors 


relating to the insurreotional campaign end to the guerrilla campaign are 


attended by Colonel Enrique LISTER and Irene de FALCON. 
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Individuals who have applied for admission to the Party since mid-1947 
frequently have been asked to avoid becoming known as Communists, os- 
peoially if they are politically significant in other groups. Angel 
GALARZA, a member of the Central Committee, acta as liaison between the 
Party and such persons and instruots them in the special tasks whioh are 
assigned to thom, According to source, it is Possible that some of these 
individuals’ still are members of other groups, such as the Union General - 
de Trabajadores (UGT) and the WEGRIN Sooialiat faction. Source considers 
that there is no doubt that the Spanish Communist Party has also in- 
filtrated the PRIETO Socialist group and the Confederacion Nacional del

as .. a country lils France, where there are numerous 
native Coumunists, the USSR is not likely to use Spanish Communists for 
cspionage since their yield would be small and their activity could 
ereate serious problems. However, source believes it Poseible that the 
Spanish Comaunist Party is being used in Connection with the Yugoslav » 


Situation because under the guise of an" Hi spano-Yugoslav Society", the 
Spanish Comnaunists maintain, in the port of Split, warehouses of armament — 


The Spanish Commumiat Party has sent arms and othor materiel into Spain, 
especially across the Pyrennean frontier, Of the two sea bases Which algo 
have been used for this purpose, one is lacated in Marseilles, and the 
other somewhera in North Africa, Source believes that Major VERDUN (fnu) 
may be in charge in Marasilles and Captain SOBRINO and Commissar § FUSTER 
may be iu charge at the North African base, When the Marseilles base was 
oatablished several Party military men were sent there, but at present 
almost ail of them have set up their residence in the Department of the 
Bassesn Pyronnees. 


Immediately following the Liberation of France, according to source, the | 
guerrillas setablished a depot of small transmitters, four of which were 
later sent toe Spain, Some of the remaining transmitters may be in use at 
the present time,. broadcasting from come Pyrennean forestry developnent. 


The Communist Party inside Spain is virtually autonomous under the leader. 
ship of a Central Comittee Delegation with extensive powers, The principal 
liaison officer at present is a former combat lieutenant called "VICENTE, 
who replaced Major GIL Velosc.: 


The Spanish Communist Party is represented in the capacity of an observer 
at Cominform meotings. Its representative commission is composed of Vicente 
URIBE, General Antonio CORDQ’, and a certain BARRERA (fnu), former Con- 
misaar § of the Republican Navy and at present in the USSR, 
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
